“We have an advisory from our developer, 
Eisenberg, that we are now on a priority review 
and will be visited sometime in the next 35 to 40 
days,” Miller said. ‘‘Now it’s time to do our home- 
work. It’s no secret that Wal-Mart is sensitive to 
public opinion.” 

The downtown committee has decided that pone. 
type of letter campaign is needed, Miller said. 


“We have some things happening; 
some things to do. I think this can be an exciting 
35 to 40 days,”” Miller said. 

The members of the Downtown Committee — 
Miller, 4th Ward Alderman Dan Partney and 7th 
Ward Alderman Jeff Worthen — are frequent 
opponents in council debate 

“If we can agree on something, I think you can 
be assured the best interests of the city are being 
served,” Miller said. 

Cruse said he wants the Wal-Mart campaign to 
be an “all out effort’’ and echoed Miller’s feeling 
about an exciting time.

contended that there was not an agreement, 
and that the father of the children usually told

The Court in this case first noted that one 
party in a divorce cannot take it upon himself 
to reduce child support payments. The Court 
cited numerous cases which stood for the 
proposition that modification of an existing _ 
child support order usually must be ac- 
complished by the paying spouse returning to 
Court to seek a reduction. However, the Court 
did conclude that in certain circumstances, 
an arrearage could be reduced by agreement 
of the parties. 

in this case, the Court found nothing to in 
dicate such an agreement. Fhe mother here 
had kept a dairy of the arrearages, showing a 
monthly amount of $550 being due. The Court 
noted there was conflicting testimony, and it 
viewed the former wife's testimony as Slightly 
more believeable. From the findings in this 
case and later cases, it is apparent that 
agreements are going to be examined very 
closely by the Courts, and only a rare situa- 
tions will agreements to reduce support be 
found to exist.

SIUE president seeking 


higher taxes 


To the editor: 


Renowned economist and author Les- 
ter Throw, speaking at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville as part of 
the university’s Arts and Issues series, 
was asked to comment about r¢ggional 
disparities in the American ecotfomy. 

Thurow observed: “‘If Illinois has a 
super high-quality workforce, then Ili- 
nois is going to get its share of jobs. If 
the workforce in Illinois is not competi- 


tive with the rest of the United States, - 


Illinois is not going to get its share of 
jobs...That's what the Japanese teach 
us..No raw materials; 12,000 miles 
away from the nearest’ market; noth- 
ing. No energy, what have they got? 
The only thing they have is a very 
bright, hardworking workforce. But 
that's all you need. If you've got that, 
you can make it.” 

Economic development in Illinois, as 
we approach the end of the 20th centu- 
ry, depends more on brains than on 
brawn. Education, at all levels, is the 
key to providing’ the kinds of skilled 
workers who will fuel Ilinois’ economic 
engine as we move to the next century. 
Illinois cannot hope to compete in the 
national or international marketplace 
unless we face the reality of our cur- 
rent crisis in educational funding and 
make an immediate commitment to 
shoring up the education of the citizens 
of this state. 

Illinois can well afford to provide 
adequate support for higher education, 
for it ranks ninth among the 50 states 
in per capital income. But Illinois is not 
providing adequate support. It ranks a 
dismal 42nd in per capita expenditures 
for higher education. : 

Other facts are equally alarming. Illi- 
nois spends a sm@ller share of its bud- 
get on education-today~than it did a 
decade ago. Last year, while most 
states. were increasing spending for 
higher-education, Illinois actually cut 
its higher education budget by 4 yer- 
cent. This year, Illinois ranks 47th in 
new support for universities and col- 
leges. Only Alaska, Louisiana and 
North: Dakota did worse. In the past 16 

ears, the proportion of Illinois’ tax dol- 


rs allocated to higher education has - 
«declined from 15 percent in 1971 to 12.2 


percent this. year. 

How does this affect SIUE —its stu- 
sdents, faculty, staff, alumni, and those 
who live in the communities served by 
the university? 

The citizens of Southwestern_Illinois 
pursued the establishment of SIUE to 
enhance the educational opportunities 
and quality of life in the region. It will 
be a major setback if the university’s 
hard-won achievements are compro- 
mised by a sustained period of budget- 
ary constraint. Reductions in state 
appropriations for the current year cur- 
taile planned academic. program 
improvements, forced postponement of 
instructional equipment purchases, 
eliminated salary increases for faculty 
and staff, and deferred repair and 
maintenance projects.

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
Director Bernard J. Turnock has 
warned Illinoisans to take pre- 
cautions against tick bites. 

“With the beginning of the out- 
door season, it’s important for 
people to take steps to peotect 
themselves from serious ease 
that can be transmitted by 
ticks,’” Dr. Turnock said. 

The year's first case of Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever was 
reported May 24 when a Wayne 
County resident was hospitalized 


following numerous tick bites 
.Sustained in a wooded area near 
her home. 


Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
is a serious disease, transmitted 
to people by ticks that have fed 
on infected wild animals. 
Between 20 and 40 cases of the 
disease, with two or three 
deaths, occur each year in IIli- 
nois. 

Symptoms of Rocky Mountain 
pported fever generally develop 

ee to 14 days after the bite of 
an infected tick. They include 
the sudden onset of fever, mus- 
cle aches, headache and eye irri- 
tation. A red, spotty rash usually 
develops on the hands, feet, 
arms and legs about three days 
after the first symptoms appear. 

Prompt medical attention is 
essential, and it is important 
that the physician be informed 
of any recent tick bites. Certain

Wear long-sleeved clothing,

Use liberal amounts of tick 
repellent. (Most insect repellents 
available in stores are effective 
against ticks — check the 
labels). 


Check your body every three * 


or four hours, and remove ticks 









promptly. Ticks ally do not 
transmit diseas til several 
hours after they @ attached. 


Remove ticks with a pair of 
tweezers or with a piece of 
paren: held -between the fingers, 
y gentling flipping the tick on 
its back, using its head as a ful- 
crum. In an effort to right itself, 
the tick will withdraw. A similar 
method should be used when 
removing ticks from pets. 

Do not squash the tick. If it is 
infected, squashing it could 
release disease organisms into 
the air around you. Flush the 
tick down the toilet, dispose of it 





in a nearby stream, or burn it in ~ 


the campfire. 

Cleanse the tick wound with 
abundant amounts of soap and 
water, and then apply an anti- 
septic.
